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KENTUCKY’S NEEDS. 
NDER this caption, in its issue for the week 
ending July 11 of this year, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE told of the decadence of racing as at pres- 
ent managed and controlled in Kentucky and 
urged that the breeders, owners and others in- 
terested in preserving the sport and restoring it 
to the high plane it once occupied take steps to 
insure the appointment of a really, truly, honest- 
to-goodness State Racing Commission. 


Some such steps have been taken, not in just 
the manner THE BLOOD-HORSE suggested, though 


there is yet time for that action. We are seeing - 


that good fruit has been borne by those sugges- 
tions and by the steps that have been taken. 


In that July article, THE BLOOD-HORSE expressed 
the belief that Mayor William B. Harrison, of 
Louisville, the Republican nominee for Governor, 
“has no relationships, ties or alliances that would 
prevent his naming an uncontrolled Commission.” 

That belief has been justified by the following 
statement, made by Mr. Harrison in the course 
of an address to the voters of Lexington and 
Fayette County, assembled last Saturday night, 
October 17, in the Auditorium at Lexington: 


“There is no question as to the legality of 
racing as conducted under the pari-mutuel 
system in Kentucky today. While personal 
viewpoints on the subject conflict, racing is 
not an issue in this campaign. The racing 
interests have maintained a lobby in Frank- 
fort for their own protection, but, unfortu- 
nately, that lobby has interested itself in leg- 
islation that has nothing to do with racing. 
The lobby of which I speak has been bi-par- 
tisan, and it is this interference with legis- 
lative matters that the Republican platform 
has expressly condemned. 


“And as to names, I am asked to name the 
members of the bi-partisan group of which 
I speak. It will be neither a surprise nor a 
shock to anyone when I say that prominently 
mentioned in its leadership are Mr. Maurice 
Galvin, of Covington, and Mr. W. F. (Billy) 
Klair, of Lexington. 

“The activities of any bi-partisan group, 
insofar as I am able to bring it about, would 
meet a cold reception in the executive and 
legislative chambers at Frankfort. It is not 
necessary for the racing interests to main- 
tain any lobby at Frankfort. I propose the 
appointment of a Racing Commission which 
will at all times have in view the promotion 
of the real breeding interests of Kentucky, 


which interests will have adequate represen- 

tation on the Commission. I\ propose a Com- 

mission that will be, in purpose and in fact, 

a state-wide Racing Commission and not a 

Commission representing one activity aris- 

ing out of the Thoroughbred industry.” 

Mr. Galvin is secretary, treasurer and general 
counsel of the American Turf Association and 
vice-president of the Latonia Jockey Club, sub- 
sidiary of the American Turf Association. Mr. 
Klair is a director of the Kentucky Association, 
subsidiary of the American Turf Association. 
Mr. Galvin is a Republican. Mr. Klair is a leader 
of the Democratic party. Mr. Klair is popularly 
believed to have aided Mr. Galvin in the work 
for the election of retiring Governor Flem D. 
Sampson, Republican, four years ago. Mr. Galvin 
is now popularly believed to be aiding Mr. Klair 
in the work for the election of Judge Ruby Laf- 
foon, Democratic candidate for Governor. 


Be that as it may, Polk Laffoon, kinsman of 
the candidate, is president of the Latonia Jockey 
Club, of which Mr. Galvin is vice-president, and 
he also is chairman of the State Racing Commis- 
sion. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE stated in July its belief that 
Judge Laffoon, if he is elected Governor, ‘‘can be 
expected to name a Racing Commission to suit 
the American Turf Association, regardless of the 
views of others.” 


Judge Laffoon has said nothing to cause us to 
alter that belief. His silence has strengthened 
our belief that breeders, owners and others in- 
terested in having a State Racing Commission 
such as the law intended, and such as functioned 
in the days of Col. E. F. Clay, Col. Milton Young, 
Col. Jack Chinn, Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield, 
Mr. George J. Long and Louis des Cognets, all of 
whom now have been called to their reward, 
cannot look to Judge Laffoon for it. 

The editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, though he has 
affiliated with the Democratic party in other elec- 
tions, after careful consideration of all things 
that make for the welfare of the State of Ken- 
tucky, has determined to vote for and to support 
William B. Harrison in the forthcoming election, 
Tuesday, November 3, and this publication now 
urges all progressive-minded, forward-looking 
persons of this State, especially those concerned 
with breeding and racing, to do likewise.

Wherefore it is necessary for horsemen and 
others to mobilize their material carefully, so 
as not to be caught without defense when the 
legislative attack on the horse is launched, if 
it so happens. THE BLOoD-HORSE does not qualify 
as an expert in military affairs. It cannot say 
to men of the Army that they have drawn in- 
correct conclusions from their experiments, 
whatever the conclusions may be. But it can 
utter a warning against a spirit of false econ- 
omy which may lead the Congress to cut off 
part of an appropriation which is a tiny frac- 
tion of the country’s expenditure in the name 
of preparedness. 

The Army’s supply of equine horsepower ought 
not to be reduced at all. It has been reduced 
enough already. Further reduction would be 
very close to annihilation. And it is not safe 
to do away with the horse entirely. The horse 
is standard equipment. The same trappings can 
be used for all of them that come into the Army, 
the same feed can be used for all, and the same 
method of handling. On the other hand, the 
“diversification of types and makes of motor 
driven vehicles in the Theater of Operations in 
the First Army in France formed an impassable 
obstacle to full utilization of the motor trans- 
portation at the disposal of that command, due 
to inability to supply parts requiring replace- 
ment.” (The words are those of Major General 
John L. De Witt, Quartermaster General, in 
The Quartermaster Review of August, 1931.) 
The horse has the further advantage that he 
provides a mobile and inconspicuous target. 
There are also certain obstacle-crossing prob- 
lems for which he provides a better solution 
than do machines. Again, there is the con- 
sideration that if the horse is eliminated, the 
next war, if and when it comes, may develop a 
greater need for animals than is now apparent. 
Wars have never been cut and dried affairs. It 
behooves a great nation to be weak in no part 
of its defense. 

Besides, the cry for economy is not the proper 
cry. It ought not to be contended that substi- 
tuting motorization for horse traction is an 
economy, unless it be proved that the horse is 
indeed past all usefulness. For motorization is 
at least five times as expensive per artillery 
unit as the total expense of equipping the unit 
with horses. 

There is no disputing that mechanization and 
mortorization are necessities in modern warfare. 
Let us not argue against any necessary steps 
in that direction. But let us not neglect to re- 
mind our lawmakers and the people generally 
that the elimination of the horse is an utterly 
unwarranted move.

ODDS AND ENDS

RTHUR B. HANCOCK has a couple of sires 

in the making at his Claiborne Stud in The 
Scout (The Scout II in England) and Gallant 
Fox whose daughters should be especially val- 
uable for their intrinsic value as matrons. The 
Scout is out of *La Rablee, by the renowned 
French sire, Rabelais, and from the good pro- 
ducing mare, *La Flambee, dam also of the 
double Oaks winner, Flambette, etc. The Scout 
is inbred to Ajax, son of Flying Fox, which Tod 
Sloan enthusiastically declared, on his return 
from England, the best horse he had seen. Fly- 
ing Fox was, so I am told, small, roguish and had 
to have his head tied down, nevertheless a horse 
of the highest quality. Gallant Fox of Belair 
also is from a noted broodmare, Marguerite 
(dam of Petee-Wrack), and with an equally fam- 
ous sire of producing dams as his maternal 
grandsire, Celt. As no one of his antecedents’ 
names appear once each on the sires’ and dams’ 
sides within the first four removes, this being 
the line of demarcation arbitrarily fixed by the 
critics, he isn’t accounted inbred. It is through 
Celt that Gallant Fox gets a dash of that great 
Domino blood. This is the infusion that en- 
dowed him with sufficient early speed to gain a 
contending position in his contests with large, 
fast fields.

HE news of the humane destruction of the 
aged mare, Mahubah, came as no surprise to 
those who were familiar with her condition. For 
generations to follow, her name will be written 
by bloodstock pundits with the same reverence 
we employ in reference to such famous matrons 
as were Maggie B. B. and Maria West; not be- 
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cause she established a valuable family, perhaps, 
but because she was mother to Man o’ War, 
which still is accounted, as our little symposium 
of some weeks ago tends to show, “The Horse of 
the Century.”

ROM a mere frolic for Twenty Grand, the 

Latonia Championship Stakes, to have its 
decision at Latonia on closing day of the current 
session, October 31, took on the aspects of a 
very open affair with the announcement of his 
connections that present plans are to retire the 
lanky bay for the remainder of this year. With 
but a scattered few exceptions, the rest of the 
candidates to this $25,000 added, one and three- 
quarters miles event, are of the plater class. The 
absence of Twenty Grand may come as a boon 
to some impoverished horseman with a good 
plater that is fit enough and sound enough to 
gallop the distance at a fair rate of speed.

ON O’ SWEEP, surprise winner at Latonia 
some time ago, is brother to Sweep Park, 
which was as swift a juvenile filly as Kentucky 
has produced in a decade. They are by the de- 
funct Sweep and out of that erratic mare, Floral 
Park, stakes winner of 16 races at two, three and 
four, a beautifully-bred daughter of Burgomaster 
(or Hamburg)—Mineola, by *Meddler—Hurley 
Burley, by Riley, son of Longfellow. It is the fam- 
ily of Tryster, Johren, etc., and blood of the 
Whitney Stud. Sweep Park was a 2-year-old in 
1924 and won four of her six starts that year, 
including the Clipsetta Stakes (five furlongs in 
:59 3-5) and the Cincinnati Trophy, in which she 
took up 124 pounds and beat, among others, Bill 
Strap (112), and Lee O. Cotner (119), six furlongs 
in 1:11 3-5. I seem to recall her being among 
the favorites in the betting for the Futurity, won 
by Mother Goose, but she was in difficulties at 
the break and, exhibiting none of her usual 
“lick,” got nothing. She was a well schooled, 
keen filly the day I saw her win on the occasion 
of her initial appearance under colors, at Church- 
ill Downs; almost leaped from under Mack Gar- 
ner at the start and won with the pilot looking 
over his shoulder. Sweep Park now is one of 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s most highly prized brood- 
mares and is represented this season by a good 
juvenile filly, Betty Farrell, a daughter of *North 
Star III. It doesn’t take a clairvoyant to fathom 
why this mating with *North Star III, as Colonel 
Bradley’s best horse, Bubbling Over, was by 
*North Star III and out of a Sweep mare, Beam- 
ing Beauty, which also carries that Hamburg 
blood. Sweep Park was to foal last spring to 
Bubbling Over, a venture at inbreeding that looks 
good enough on paper.

THE WEEK AT LATONIA. 

ATONIA’S racing of last week brought a 

slight turn for the better, financially. Crowds 
picked up and wagering increased to some extent, 
but not greatly. The Latonia Jockey Club made 
a generous gesture in declaring November 2 a 
charity day and announcing that it would furnish 
all purses for the day’s racing and turn the en- 
tire receipts over to charity. November 2 is the 
Monday after the close of the regular meeting 
on October 31. 

As in other parts of the racing map, the track 
was in bad condition most of the week, because 
of rains. Monday, October 12, Pansy Walker 
won the Autumn Handicap, the second stakes 
race of the meeting taken by a filly belonging to 
the Three D’s Stock Farm Stable. Pompeius won 
a six furlongs race and worked on out a mile in 
1:41 3-5, in preparation for the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, in which he finished second Satur- 
day. Wednesday, Modern Queen, also qualifying 
for the K. J. C. event, won over a firm-bottomed 
muddy course. The rain and mud caused with- 
drawals and result in races being split to fill out 
the card.

COLONEL BRADLEY AT IDLE HOUR FARM. 


Col. E. R. Bradley, having as his guests Wil- 
liam Prime, and his daughter, Miss Caroline 
Prime, of New York, came to his Idle Hour Farm 
from Baltimore last Sunday morning for the 
purpose of seeing his yearlings. He and his 
guests remained until Tuesday afternoon, when 
they departed for the return to Baltimore. 
Trainer H. J. (Dick) Thompson came, too, but he 
departed Sunday night. The yearlings had been 
coughing, so only 16 of the string of about 30 
were asked to breeze.

KAKAPO BEST IN K. J. C. STAKES. 

Nine colts and a filly went to the post October 
17 for the twelfth running of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes, the $15,000 added futurity 
of Churchill Downs, Inc., transferred this season 
to the Latonia course on account of the decision 
not to have a fall meeting at the Louisville 
track. The filly, Robert Sterling Clark’s Kakapo, 
won. She had the field whipped at every stage. 
Under 119 pounds to 122 on each of the colts, 
she led all the way and won easily, in better time 
than any other winner showed for the heavy 
course during the day. 

The start and finish of the mile race were at 
the sixteenth pole. Mile races are not common 
at Latonia, as the track is a mile course and the 
finishing line is almost on the clubhouse turn. 
To start races there would almost invariably 
result in a jam immediateily after leaving the 
post. The field was at the post only two minutes 
before Starter William Hamilton sent them on 
their way. Earl Pool, one of the country’s best 
2-year-old riders, beat the others away from the 
barrier, and taking advantage of his No. 1 posi- 
tion on the rail, took the shortest course around 
the first turn. 

W. R. Coe’s Pompeius, which went to the post 
with an ugly inflamed area showing on the back 
side of the off knee, broke from the extreme 
outside position and as soon as he was clear 
came over and raced closest to the leader. After 
a quarter mile his head was at her heels. R. M. 
Eastman’s Cathop was a couple of lengths behind 
Pompeius, with C. V. Whitney’s Clotho next. 
W. J. Salmon’s Mad Pursuit, coupled with Air 
Pilot and made favorite in the betting, broke 
well from the stalls but stopped immediately as 
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if he did not like the track. As the flag fell at 
the starting line he was last. At no time during 
the race did he extend himself, and near the end 
his rider, C. Landolt, eased him up. 

Near the half mile ground Kakapo took another 
length lead’ over Pompeius and Clotho dropped 
back to last place, Cathop holding to third place. 
On the second turn the filly increased her lead 
to three lengths and Air Pilot took third place, 
about four lengths behind Pompeius. Cathop 
dropped back and joined Clotho, the two of them 
being the only ones to finish behind Mad Pursuit. 
The short stretch run brought no developments, 
except that Kakapo, going easily in the middle 
of the track, allowed Pompeius to come up within 
a length and a half of her. Pompeius finished 
three lengths ahead of Mr. Salmon’s Air Pilot, 
which was three lengths ahead of H. P. Headley’s 
Big Beau. The latter made a good bid on the 
second turn, but tired.

Mr. Miller 
has since been, with his wife and son, on a visit 
to relatives in California. Returning, he and his 
wife met Mr. and Mrs. Whitney at the farm in 
Virginia about October 10 and the employment 


arrangements were completed. Mr. Miller and 
his family left Lexington Sunday last for Upper- 
ville and he entered upon his duties at the farm 
this week. He is a splendid horseman and is 
well liked by a wide circle of friends who will 
wish him happiness and success in Virginia. 


DANNY CONNELLY DIES. 


Daniel J. (Danny) Connelly, 37, former jockey, 
died about 6 o’clock in the evening of Friday, 
October 16, at the Julius Marks Sanatorium for 
sufferers from tuberculosis, near Lexington, 
where he had been a patient since early last 
spring. Following a requiem high mass in St. 
Peter’s Catholic Church, his burial was in 
Calvary Cemetery, Lexington, Monday, October 
19. The deceased is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Catherine Connelly, one daughter, and a sister 
who lives in Brooklyn, N. Y., the former rider’s 
birthplace.

LAUREL’S BIG UPSET. 


UD and upsets of form keep steady company. 

Outstanding among last week’s upsets on 
the muddy tracks which prevailed over the coun- 
try was the victory of Flagstone in the Laurel 
Stakes at Laurel Park Saturday, October 17. 
Burning Blaze had been entered for the all-age 
race, and the feature attracted much added at- 
tention because of the fact that the star 2-year- 
old’s name was in the entries. He was scratched, 
however, leaving the J. E. Widener entry of Mr. 
Sponge and Curate as the oustanding favorites. 
Flagstone, one of the longest-priced stakes win- 
ners of the year, led all the way. 

Monday, October 12, Repentance, which, like 
Flagstone, is by Sun Flag, won the overnight 
feature, beating Black Majesty by a nose, with 
Balko, under 130 pounds, third. Huffy scored in 
the steeplechase. Backgammon, son of *Wrack 
and Sandwich, and his own brother, the 2-year- 
old Scot Free, won races on the same card. Tues- 
day, Mrs. John D. Hertz’s sterling pair of fillies, 
Risque and Valenciennes, were first and third in 
the overnight Pocahontas Handicap. Valen- 
ciennes, held by an assistant starter, leaped in 
the air as the barrier went up and lost several 
lengths. She came from last place in the stretch. 
Wednesday, Huffy took the Chevy Chase Steeple- 
chase. Trainer Max Hirsch won another race 
with Repentance and made it a double for the 
day with Barcelona Pete. Thursday, Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Burgoo King won the condition feature 
race. Friday, Mrs. John Hay Whitney had two 
wins, with Spar in the steeplechase and Over 
Time in a 2-year-old test in which a number of 
candidates for the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handi- 
cap were beaten. Saturday’s racing included, be- 
sides the Laurel Stakes, the first running of the 
Maryland Futurity, won by Springsteel. 

The Maryland Handicap will be run Saturday 
of this week. Mate will be among the starters, 
but Twenty Grand will not. His retirement for 
the season was announced last week. Sun Beau’s 
immediate future is still in doubt. 


SHEM’S OWNERS SUSPENDED. 


Maryland racing officials are still in the dark, 
apparently, as to whether the Shem that won at 
Havre de Grace October 3 was a ringer. Last 
week the Maryland Racing Commission, at the 
recommendation of the Havre de Grace stewards, 
issued the following notice to William Marino: 

“We are today suspending you, P. Wesley, Leo 
Kamerman and A. Ray, who own the chestnut 
colt. Shem, and bay filly, Ep, pending further in- 
vestigation of the racing of the horse, Shem, at 
Havre de Grace October 3.” 


HUFFY’S SECOND CHEVY CHASE. 

In 1929 Walter J. Salmon’s Huffy won the 
Chevy Chase Steeplechase Handicap at Laurel 
Park. Last Wednesday, October 14, he came 
back and won the twentieth running of the same 
fixture ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, about 
two miles). Carrying 140 pounds and ridden by 
J. Pierce, Huffy lay behind the pace until 12 of 
the 14 fences had been cleared, then moved up 
and caught Mrs. Katherine E. Hitt’s Icicle (145), 
beating him to the finish by a length and a half 
in a hard-fought drive.

TWENTY GRAND RETIRES UNTIL 1932. 


Trainer James Rowe last week gave out that 
the Greentree Stable’s great 3-year-old Twenty 
Grand would not race again this season. In the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup the colt struck himself, 
but Mr. Rowe expected the injury to clear up 
immediately. He announced that Twenty Grand 
would be started in the Latonia Championship 
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and possibly in earlier races, and took him to 
Maryland to train for the late events. Instead 
of carrying out the program, however, he has 
been “unwinding” the horse to retire him for the 
season. It is understood that Twenty Grand will 
be raced in 1932. 


A FOUL IS A FOUL. 

After Springsteel had knocked the field into a 
jam in the stretch and won a race on opening 
day at Laurel Park, a reporter asked Vincent 
Treanor, one of the stewards, why the horse was 
not disqualified for the foul, which was obvious. 
The reason given by Mr. Treanor, as quoted by 
the newspaper, was the fact that Springsteel 
“had run such a good race.” 

If a horse fouls another horse, he ought to be 
disqualified. There is nothing in the rules which 
says a horse may escape disqualification, if he has 
committed a foul, no matter how good a race he 
ran. 


NO MATCH RACE LIKELY. 

The management of Princes Georges Park, 
Bowie, talked about a match race between Burn- 
ing Blaze and Top Flight, but there appears to 
be no definite prospect of such a race.

Return privilege is granted for one year for 
each of the 10 stallions standing at the C. V.

SLUMP. 

N 1930, the amount of money bet at tracks in 

Quebec was 24 per cent less than in 1929. 
In 1931, it was 3 per cent less than in 1930. The 
amount wagered at six tracks this year was 
$5,237,716, a decrease of $190,415 from last year. 
The distribution was as follows: Blue Bonnets, 
$1,198,684; Connaught Park, $1,034,294; Dorval, 
$895,225; Kings Park (six furlongs course), 
$793,959; Mount Royal, $772,524; Delorimier 
(half-mile course), $633,030. Dorval’s decrease 
from 1930 was about $159,000, Blue Bonnets’ 
about $80,000, Delorimier’s about $75,000. Mount 
Royal had an increase of about $71,000, Con- 
naught about $64,000, Kings Park about $10,000. 
For the six Quebec tracks the decrease in gate 
receipts from 1930 was about $33,000, or 21 
per cent.

NOBLE STAR WINS CESAREWITCH. 

EMEMBER the picture of Noble Star on the 

cover of THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week end- 
ing September 26? And the story about this 
bay son of Hapsburg from Hesper, by Herodote, 
on page 351 of the same issue? Well, Noble Star, 
“the most improved 4-year-old stayer in Eng- 
land,”’ successfully carried his top weight, 124 
pounds, over the two and one-quarter miles of 
the Cesarewitch course at Newmarket, England, 
October 14, finished first of the 28 runners for 
the coveted event, which had a value of $5,000. 
The second horse, a length and a half back, was 
H. Clayton’s Six Wheeler, 107, and third, another 
length and a half back, was J. Brown’s Son of 
Mint. The winner paid 100 to 6. Noble Star had 
previously won the Ascot Stakes, two miles, 
and the Goodwood Stakes, two miles and three 
furlongs, and he was third to Singapore and 
Brown Jack for the Doncaster Cup, two miles 
and a quarter, on September 10. *Lady Comfey 
(dam of American Flag) is Noble Star’s third 
dam. Noble Star is a first foal. He was a weakly 
colt and was fed port wine and eggs until he 
gained strength. The King and Queen saw him 
win the Cesarewitch. 


QUICKLY AT QUITS. 


When he had won the Derby at Epsom, Eng- 
land, with Blenheim, R. C. Dawson, now in his 
67th year, suggested to the Aga Khan that he 
would like to retire from training. The royal 
personage, however, persuaded him into an 
agreement to continue two more years, which 
period would have carried him up to the end of 


the season of 1932. During the last week in 
September, at Newbury races, however, the Aga 
Khan and Mr. Dawson had a sudden disagree- 
ment over a rider for Khorsheed in the Jockey 
Club Stakes, dated for decision the following 
Thursday. The Aga Khan, according to Mr. 
Dawson, became very angry and announced that 
he would be compelled to take his horses from 
him. The horses were all removed from the 
stables at Whatcombe the following day, the 
majority of the 40 or more going to the stables 
of John Beary, brother of Jockey Michael Beary, 
chief rider for Mr. Dawson, at Tilshead, Wilt- 
shire. Others went to Frank Butters, at FitzRoy 
House, Newmarket, where already had been sent 
17 yearlings belonging to the Aga Khan. Im- 
mediately after the departure of the horses, Mr. 
Dawson let out about 20 stable boys and as- 
sistants.
